Congress also made amendments 
to Public 115, the Reserve Officers 
Personnel Act on the eve of the 
July 1 effective date of ROPA. 

Another important Reserve law 
was Public 156, which makes per- 
manent the right of those partially 
disabled to participate in Reserve 
training and elect whether to get 
Reserve pay or disability pay.

It is a fair statement to say that 
the Resefve has had less than the 
maximum. attention and support 
from the Army in the past.

“Handicapped by lack of proper 
training fatilities at home, the of- 
ficers and men have been doing 
their best to cram one year’s work 
into 14 days.” 

If the attitude of one high Pen- 
tagon official on Reserve training is 
shared by all top-level Army offi- 
cials, look for a material change 
in the training situation during 
1956.

SAID the officer in discussing 
the problem: , 

“We are taking every step that 
we can to offer the Reservist oppor- 
tunities to raise his professional 
military knowledge to the highest 
level at which he may some day. 
expect to serve. 

“It has been said that our train- 
ing is dull, elemental, and even 
a waste of time. The fact is that 
our Reserve programs of ‘instruc- 
tions are based upon exactly the 
same material and subject matter 
that is used in training the’ active 
Army. 

“We know that our training pro- 
grams are sound because they have 
been tested and re-tested, in ap- 
plication to millions of men over 
the last decade, including the trial 
of two wars. 

“If some of our Reserve train- 
ing courses are uninteresting and 
too elemental, it is only because 
the Reserve units involved lack the 
numbers of personnel to carry out 
the training realistically, or con- 
tain too high a pereentage of un- 
trained men to advance beyond 
basic material, 

“The amount of equipment that 
ean be allotted to Reserve training 
is now considered to be more than 
adequate, but its appearance in the 
Traiming Centers and in the hands 
of the Reservists is ayain depen- 
dent upon the availability _of 
enough individuals to use it profit. 
ably and to maintain it. 

“We hope that within the next 
few months we can begin to organ- 
ize and train ‘such Reserve forces. 
Every sound military consideration 
es I know demands that we do 
this.”

I wonder if some who elected 
to retain the old rate really 
checked into the benefits that they 
would have by choosing coverage 
of CCA. 

For example, the Career Com- 
pensation Act provides that Re- 
serve officers retired for disability 
after any service—officer or en- 
listed—in War I automatically will 
be entitled to 75 percent retired 
pay, the degree of disability not- 
withstanding. (That is, if they 
qualify for retirement under the 
Career Compensation Act.)

New Formula Asked 


RESERVE officers who retire 
initially as enlisted men and then 
are advanced on. the retired list 
to the highest commissioned grade 
held on active ‘duty before June

tive duty and a total of 30 years, 
on the retired list, before they can 
be advanced, 

Reservists who have had many 
years of service in the Reserve 
prior to coming on active duty feel 
that this Reserve time should be 
substituted for the time on the re- 
tired list.

The Tanner decision says that 
Reserve officers who are retired 
under Title III of PL-810 may con- 
tinue employment as a_ Federal 
Civil Service employee and concur- 
rently receive his Reserve retire- 
ment. 

The Seagrave decision says that, 
regardless of when application for 
this retirement is filed, it will be 
retroactive to the date that the 
officer became 60.

| gh pad YEARS, as measured by a sea turtle, would be 

an insignificant span of time. We think this to be so, at 
least, simply because nothing much happens to a sea turtle 
until he gets eaten and—the period between egg and table 
being a long expanse of unthinking existence—time itself 
could be expected to have very little meaning. 

Fortunately (or perhaps we don’t know what we're 
missing), the staff of this newspaper are not turtles. Of the 
human persuasion, we are able to exist, feel, express emo- 
tion, and even occasionally think—all of this in constant 
awareness of time’s passage. And we’re here to state—with 
a rueful but engaging grin, we trust—that 15 years is a hell 
of a long time. 

It was 15 years ago that this outfit set up shop as the 
Army Times Publishing Co. Vol. 1, No. 1 of this paper was 
issued on August 17, 1940. We are now starting our 16th 
year and, though young as newspapers go, we can count a 
fair number of time’s abrasions on our elbows and the seat 
of our pants. We don’t feel quite so vim and vigory as we did 
just before that big one with the Axis. 

(How dim with years that word “Axis” has become! 
Yet it once was the focus of humanity’s hatred and decent 
men could net rest until the nations comprising it were 
scrubbed from the clean face of the earth. Now, for a while, 


those nations are friends of ours again and a former friend 
is a rather frightening enemy). f 

Perhaps this circumstance is the best proof that 15 long 
years can work some extraordinary changes. But we are also 
reminded of things closer to us—and to the Army we have 
tried to serve during that span—which may bring the lesson 
nearer home. 

For it can be truly said, you see, that this paper grew up 
with the modern Army: the “Army of the United States.” 
The birth of both occurred in 1940 when the Senate voted, 
42-33, to approve President Roosevelt’s request to call out 
the National Guard and the Reserves for field service. 

That was when “corn willie’ began to fade from the 
“old Army’s” life, to be replaced (for better or worse) by 
the lettered rations. The tin helmet of War I, based on the 
British model, was soon to give way te a new one, based on 
the German. John Garand was working on a gas-operated 
rifle destined to supplant the Springfield ’03 in the hands, 
if not the hearts, of old soldiers. Who remembers the wrap- 
around puttee, the campaign hat, the horse? 

Seems like long, long ago, doesn’t it? Yet all these things 
(except the puttees) were in use when Army Times came 
on the scene. 


Actually, the changes wrought in the Army in this 


paper’s lifetime, up to now, can best be appreciated by the| brats 


difference in the ground force’s former weapons and its pres- 
ent thinking in regard to possible future war. Today, if dis- 
armament does not interrupt its program, the Army confi- 
dently expects to be almost fully armed with atomic weapons 
by 1958. This arsenal would include not only an advanced 
model of its present atomic cannon—now regarded as almost 
medieval—and the 36-inch “Honest John” rocket, but others 
as well. Already on the drawing board, it is said, are plans 


for an eight-inch atomic artillery piece which can be easily |; 


moved on the battlefield, carried by plane, and fired with 
great accuracy,.Other, even smaller, nuclear weapons are 
planned. 

Yet it takes no great effort of mind to go back 15 years 
or so to the Army’s first great peacetime maneuvers when 
300,000 soldiers were called to “battle” on five fronts in var- 
ious sections of the U. S. Like the “war,” the weapons too 
were simulated: stovepipes for artillery pieces, camouflaged 
trucks for tanks, observation planes pretending to be dive 
bombers. The lack of genuine weapons, of course, was to be 
expected in a country suddenly called to a semi-war footing. 
But anyone who recalls some of the “new” weapons produced 
in those days—such as the Reising submachine gun, the half- 
tracks and light tanks—must certainly perceive something 
of the archaic in them. 

That’s our idea, anyway. Let’s see what the next 15 
years bring.

Streamers Won in Two Wars 


Go to Ist Army on Birthday 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N.Y.— 
First Army celebrated its 37th 
birthday last week with a review 
and colorful ceremony on Gover- 
nors Island. Highlighting the pro-| 
ceedings, eight battle streamers, 
earned »y the First. Army in two 
World Wars, were affixed to its 
flag. 

Lt. Gen. Thomas W. Herren, | 
First Army Commander, comment- | 
ing on the occasion, said: “the | 
battle streamers are a vivid re- | 
minder of First Army’s wartime 
operation, It is good that we have 
such a reminder—for the deeds of 
our armies in war tend to become 
obscure in peacetime.” 

The Army’s eight battle stream- 
ers include three from War I and 
five from War II. In the first war 
the Army fought at Lorraine, St. 
Mihiel, and Meuse-Argonne. War 
Il’s battle streamers are for Nor- 
mandy, Northern France, the 
Rhineland, Ardennes, Alsace, and 
Central Europe. 

First Army was founded in 
August 1918 at the headquarters 
of the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the little French town of 
La Ferte-sous-Jouarre. Under Gen. 
Jehn J. Pershing’s command, First 
Army. plunged inte combat less 











tion when its troops slashed into 
St. Mihiel battle zone causing the 
enemy to retreat by midnight of 
the first day. Three nights later 
the operation was completed, caus- 
ing Gen. Pershing to say, “the St. 
Mihiel victory probably did more 
than any single operation in the 
war to encourage the tired Allies.” 

Between the. two world wars the 
United States had no field armies, 
but by 1941 First Army had grown 
again to a bona-fide field Army 
and participated in wide-scale field

Carolina in the fall of that year. 
In October 1943 First Army Hq. 
was moved to Bristol, England, with 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley in command. 
In August 1944 Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges assumed command. After 
months of preparation for the in- 
vasion the First Army was ready 
to begin its blazing journey across 
battle-torn Europe. In the months

500 New U.S. 
Thanks to Two Bliss NCOs 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—Two men 
from the Fort Bliss Replacement 
Training Center, SFC A. L. Aguirre 
and Sgt. Gerald Myers, have helped 
nearly 500 foreign-born soldiers 
to become American citizens, 
through an instruction course they 
inaugurated. 

The two men got the idea for the 
course while searching for a way 
to help aliens to adjust Army life 
and to make better use of the capa- 
bilities of the soldiers from for- 
eign lands. 

Their wives were as enthusiastic 
about the idea as the two men. 
They helped them in -many. ways 
to get the course started. Mrs. 
Myers helped her husband pre- 
pare the lesson plans for the 
classes. 

Help also came from other 
sources. The Immigration and 
Naturalization court whick normal- 
ly holds two hearings a year held 
as many as two a month to handle 
the men from the classes. The 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion contributed 75 citizenship 
books which became the “bibles” 
of the course. Moral support came 
. from Rep. James T. Rutherford 
who sent letters of praise to the 
soldiers.

THREE STUDENTS attended the 
first class, but enrollment grew by 
leaps and bounds and soon the 
classroom was continually packed.

BERLIN

-on the conditions and problems facing the service family 
assigned to oversea stations. Each week the Times Maga-

T THE end of War II, when Germany was partitioned, 

the city of Berlin was given separate treatment. Al- 
though in the heart of the Russian zone, 67 square miles of 
the city and its suburbs were divided among the western 
occupying powers, Great Britain, France, and the United 
States. With the founding of the German Federal Republic, 
these three sectors remained an island of. freedom, sur- 
rounded by the Russian-dominated puppet state o” East 


Germany. 

Despite ‘the rigors of the block- 
ade and the airlift that defeated 
it, and despite various other Com- 
munist-inspired intrigues which 
have given rise to a cloak-and- 
dagger atmosphere in the news 
reports and movies about Berlin, 
most military families who have 
been stationed there will tell you 
that they would be happy to go 
there again. The western sector 
lives well and comfortably and 
offers all the conveniences of a 
large metropolitan city. 

Berlin is not entirely rebuilt 
from the ravages of the war. 
There are still vacant lots where 
weeds grow up through the rub- 
ble, and there are business blocks 
with gaps like broken teeth. But, 
in .the western sector, at least, 
the Berliners have made consid- 
erable progress in rebuilding their 
city into the center of commerce, 
entertainment, and intellect that 
it used to be.

Housing 
The housing is good. There 
are. several apartment houses 


built by the Army, but families 
are normally provided German 
houses which are roomy and com- 
fortable. Each house has a good 
yard, and a part-time gardener- 
fireman goes with the quarters. 
(Editor’s Nete: The authors 

are a bit behind the times here. 

Dependent living standards are

Household Goods 


You need take no furniture 
with you; everything you will 
need is provided. As always, 
however, it is wise to take your 
own beds.

Take your own linens and your 
ewn pots and pans.

Don‘t Forget Your Schoo! Transcripts 


Before leaving the. States, be sure to secure 
transcripts” fer your youngsters from the schools 
they have last been attending. Regardless of the 
type ef school your children expect to attend over- 
seas, complete transcripts will facilitate enrolment 
and insure proper placement. If your children. are 
high-school students and you .expect them to re- 
enter the samie schools after return to the States, 
it is wise to sequre a list of suggested reading and 
description of courses for future work, to make sure 
they keep up with the other students in the school. 

In the event that there is no school at your 
destination, your child will probably be enrolled in 
the Calvert System, in which case a transcript will 
still. be required to insure proper placement and 
selection of courses. The Calvert System, consisting 


of correspondence courses, is supervised and admin- 
istered by the Calvert School of Baltimore, a leader - 
and pioneer in this type of instruction. For a number 
of years, children of Américan diplomats, business- 
men, and missionaries abroad have been Calvert 
students. Its courses are fully accredited by all 
American * schools. 

Under the plan, the school’ mails you all text- 
books, lesson plans, caily assignments, and jnstrur- 
tions necessary to tutor your child. As your child 
completes assignments, you mail them to Calvert for 
grading and comment. The plan is so sound and 
foolproof that you are abl 
distance education eompetently despite a 
lack of teaching experience.

if you are willing to shop for it 
and then wait while it is being 
made for you. So, unless you 
have occasional pieces that you 
simply can’t live without, don’t 
take them. The same is true of 
pictures. Be careful about elec- 
trical appliances. The current in 
Berlin is 220-volt, 56-cycle, AC. 

A washing machine is good to 
have, but not a necessity, since 
you will probably. have domestic 
help. If you do take a machine, 
make it a nonautomatic model, 
since the water pressure in Ber- 
lin is not as high as that which 
U. S. automatic washers are de- 
signed for, ‘and, if the washer 
should. break down, parts would 
be hard to obtain. 


Foodstuffs 


Shopping facilities in Berlin 
are good. The commissaries are 
well stocked with the regular sup- 
plies of canned and packaged 
goods you would find in a United 
States commissary; green vege- 
tables are plentiful, both frozen 
and fresh from the European 
and milk, butter, and 
other dairy products are brought 
in from the Scandinavian coun- 
— Meats are good and plenti- 
ul, 


Clothing 


Women should make arrange- 
ments with the personal shopper 
in their favorite department 
store before leaving the States, 
for things like lingerie and shoes 
for themselves, and shoes and 
clothes for the kids. These things 
are hard to find both in the PX 


and on -the German market. 
Women can, however, find some 


very pretty clothes in the Berlin 
specialty shops. The specialty 
shops have very. few ready-made 
garments, but they have excellent 
fashions and materials which can 
be made up at prices ranging from 
$40 to $100, somewhat less than 


. comparable custom-made special- 


ty shop items in the United States. 
For sports clothes and less ex- 
pensive ready-made dresses, it is 
best to deal with a Stateside de- 
partment store. 

Social Life 

A great deal of your recreation 
will be social. Because travel is 
limited, and there is no country- 
side you can reach easily from 
Berlin, the life is urban. And, 
because the Russians have sealed 
off their sector of the city so com- 
pletely,- they have thrown the 
British, French, and Americans 
mere closely together. There is 
a great deal of “international” 
social life among the members of 
the forces of the three Western 
powers; and you will find that 
you are welcomed at the French 
and British clubs. 

Aside from social life, Berlin 
offers many opportunities for rec- 
reation. .For. the athletically in- 
clined, there is' an excellent golf 
course, and there is tennis, rid- 
ing, swimming, boating, and skat- 
ing. The swimming is still con- 


‘fined to pools, since the U. S. 


medical authorities frown on the 
rivers and streams, but there are 
several fine pools. 

Berlin has two opera companies 
and one light opera house, all of 
which are excellent. The Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra plays 
frequent. concerts, and there are 
several legitimate theaters. Un- 
fortunately, the museums and art 
galleries that were once world- 
famous have not yet been rebuilt, 
but there are a number of new 
galleries that offer large showings 
of modern art. 


Travel

ambitious shopping. you must 
leave the city, and this is a major 
undertaking. In West Berlin, you 
are 104 miles from the next free 
city. 

Actually, the iy is not too bad, 
but it does take time. If you want 
to get out of Berlin, you must 

plan on three days at least. You 
can leave by, plane, train, or auto- 
mobile. There is a courier plane 
which leaves Berlin twice a day 
for Frankfurt, and, with proper 
orders, you and your dependents 
can travel on it, if space is availa- 
ble. The catch is, of course, that, 
once you are in Frankfurt, you 
are on foot. 

Trains leave once a day for 
Frankfurt and Bremerhaven. 
Here again, the trip is easy, but 
it leaves you on foot. 

If you drive, you travel out the 
autobahn, through the Soviet 
zone, and into West Germany.. It 
is 104 miles to Heimstedt, the 
closest Western city. ‘If you are 
on a routine assignment in Berlin, 
this is the best way to go, because 
once you are in West Germany, 


you have your transportation with 
you. 


Schooling 


Berlin is a good place for your 
children. Because it is a city in 
which movement is somewhat re- 
stricted, the Special Services peo- 
ple have a large program of ac- 
tivities for young people. In addi- 
tion, the schools are excellent. 
The Army operates schools from 
the first grade through high 
school, and many people consider 
these to be the best U. S. schools 
in Europe. For pre-school chil- 
dren, there are a number of good 
German nursery schools, and the 
American children seem both to 
enjoy them and to get a lot out 
of them. They learn more of the 
language better, and usually get 
along very well with the German 
children. 

All of the U. S. schools teach 
German as a regular part of the 
curriculum, starting with the first 
grade, and, through Special Serv- 
ices, your children can learn mu- 
sic, musical instruments, or art 
from good teachers. 


Servants 


Your children will get a good 
deal of marginal education from 
your servants, too. Servants in 
Berlin are good, and, while not as 
cheap as in some other places in 
the world, they are inexpensive by 
American standards. 
wages are from $20 to $25 a 
month, the latter being for a 
housekeeper who will not only 


keep the house and cook, but will 


also do the shopping.

Bring Your Car 


There are certain things. you 
will neéd, to make a tour in Ber- 
lin more pleasant. One is an 
automobile. While it is true that 
there is a limited area in which 
you can roam in Berlin, publie 
transportation is slow, crowded, 
and infrequent. Since you may 
find yourself living a considerable 
distance ‘from the commissary, 
the PX, and your job, a car will 
be of great’ value. Also, your 
social and recreational activities 
may be quite a distance from 
your house. 

And then, too, you are living on 
an island and will want to get out. 
Whether. you ‘are “sensitive” per- 
sonnel or not, you will want a 
car to travel over the rest of Ger- 
many and Europe. during the 
years you are stationed in Berlin. 


The. Climate 


You will need a pretty complete 
wardrobe for your Berlin tour. 
Social life is active, so you will 
need both summer and winter din- 
ner clothes, which you can bring 
or have made in Berlin. Winter 
uniform is prescribed for the en- 
tire year for duty, but there is a 
short period in the summer when 
tropicals are authorized for off- 
duty wear.

LASSICAL RECORDS 


By E. KAHN 


Symphony No. 2 in E flat, Op. 63. The Halle Orchestra, 
odubated by. Sir John Barbirolli, (12” RCA Bluebird LBC-1088) $2.98. 


A vigorous reading of music that is very much in the English 
tradition. The orchestra is used broadly for tonal mood, with 
occasional flashes of color to brighten the depths. 

This symphony, a tribute to the peaceful reign of Edward VII, 
is a small part of the bridge between Brahms’ romantic orchestration 
and polykeyed modernity. It is similar to Delius, but more emphati- 

cally rhythmic. It’s not a world-shaking opus, and it presents more 
circumstance than pomp. 

Elgar’s style of composition is consistent, with much. similarity 
of sound, The third movement is gayer than the others, and the 
use of of the harp in the fourth movement is particularly attractive. 
The paean toward the finale is very well done. The sound is adequate, 
sometimes good.

No fresh aif 
blows through this disk. Instead, a collection of highly romantic 
melodies — played with full understanding of the purpose of the 
record—closes one in and gently emphasizes the appealing bed- 
roomy loneliness of the diaphanously clad brunette beauty on the 
record jacket. Music for a Summer Night’s sedyction, perhaps. : 


The record ig packed with lush tones. Its rich orchestration 
emphasizes singing violins and blends of tonal color. The rhythmic 
pace is varied; bedroom is fended off with bright waltz melodies. 
But the record’s chief message calls for complete relaxation of 
the mind. 


To sum up: a collection of popular veontes. many of thefi 
piano . favorites, lushly orchestrated for pleasant casual listening.

Mompou is something of a Spanish Satie. He is an innovator, 
and he has adopted Satie’s habit of giving bizarre or whimsical titles 
to his compositions, without apparent rhyme or reason. He also 
tells the interpreters of his music what emotional attitude is to 
be expressed in the playing. Thus, one section is to be performed 
as though “sung with the freshness of moist grass.” 


The music is quite subjective. Mompou does not expect you 
to feel as he feels. Apparently he is convinced of the impossibility 
of true communication. Hence, he uses his own system of musical 
notation, Jeaving’ interpretation up to the performer. Possibly for 
similar reasons, he does not develop his themes and musical ideas 
but prefers to leave the listener with a wholly justified feeling of 
incompleteness. To sum up, Mompou- is easier to listen to than 
Satie, but he lacks Satie’s form and substance. 

The quality of the interpretation would be hard to judge even 
if the score were at hand, and it isn’t. With music as esoteric as 
this, I_suspect it’s every man for himself. 

Echaniz’ playing of the Aibeniz pieces is not distinguished. He 
plays easily, but with little fire and imagination.. Even in the well- 
known Malaguena, his piano tone lacks variety.

Add to this 
the chopped mushrooms and then 
salt while it is still simmering. 
Stand there until you can smell 
the garlic wafting up to you and 
then add the Worcestershire 
sauce, the Tabasco and the wine. 
All of this you simmer in an open 
skillet or saucepan for four 
minutes. Then you allow it to 
coo a little and stuff it into the 
pockets in the steaks and secure 
the edges with toothpicks or (bet- 
ter still) twine. 

Now take your four stuffed 
steaks and broil them three in- 
ches from the flame in a very hot 
broiler. 

Should you have any: of the 
stuffing left over, add it to the 
steaks at the time you turn them 
over. 

There is no way, nor anybody, 
to tell you when to turn these 
wonderful stuffed steaks. You just 
watch them. When they are just 
right you turn them. And when 
they are a perfect golden brown 
on both sides you put them on the 
plates.

How Canl??

© How can I remedy excessive 
perspiration under the arm pits? 

Bathe the parts daily and then 
apply a lotion consisting of two 
teaspoons of powdered alum and 
one pint of water. Follow by dust- 
ing with a powder made of one 
ounce boric acid and ten grains 
of salicylic acid. 


® How can I renovate hat 
bands? 

By brushing with a sponge, or 
small brush, with a solution made 
by dissolving 1% oz, each of sul- 
phuric ether and water of am- 
monia. Rinse in clear rain water. 


© How can I bleach clothes? 

A spoonful of turpentine added 
to the boiler of clothes will bleach 
them, and is also excellent for 
cutting the greasé and dirt. 


® How~can I keep oilcloth on 
the kitchen table without tacking 
it? 

Instead of ‘tacking, use ordinary 
flour paste. It will last much 
longer? If the table is square, use 
brass ends for the corners. They 
are. attractive, inexpensive and 
will last for an indefinite period. 

© How can I test eggs? 

Hold an egg up to the light, 
and if it appears clear it is good. 
A stale egg will present a thick 
appearance. If it shows a° black 
spot, take it carefully out in the 
yard and bury. it. 

® How can I clean brick tiles? 

If brick tiles are washed with 
a cloth dipped in vinegar it will 
restore their finish wonderfully. 

® How can I make a stainless 
ink? 

When children wish to write 
with ink, try using bluing mixed 
with a little water. If spilled, it 
will cause no injury to the cloth- 
ing, as it can be washed out with 
one washing. 

® How can I make a starch 
substitute?

Petticoat Stiffness 
Depends on Finish 


A wilting erinoline is enough 
to take the starch out of any 
woman’s spirits. In a recent bul- 
letin from the Extension Service 
at Rutgers University, a warning 
to consumers to obtain factual. in- 
formation at the time of purchase 
on the finishes. of petticoats is 
given. The finishes may be lac- 
quer, resin, starch and gum 
arabic, according to the service. 

For permanently stiffened crin- 
olines, the service. advises laun- 
dering with mild soap and warm 
water, chlorine bleach’ should 
never be used since yellowing 
or weakening of stiffened fabrics 
may result. After several wash- 
ings, starching may prove neces- 
sary for even the staunchest of 
petticoats. For starching to be 
fully effective, apply when fully 
dry, this group says, and com- 
plete. the task by ironing with 
a moderately hot iron when the 
crinoline is still slightly damp. 


Cléset Door Handy 
As Home Sewing Aid 


“The muss- and clutter -of sew- 
ing can be eliminated, the Pfaff 
Sewing Institute suggest, by util- 
izing a storage closet door for 
a home sewing area.

Tree Bench 


F you have a shade tree with a 
trunk large enough to serve as 
a comfortable back rest, you can 
build an attractive circular bench 
around it. Measure the diameter 
of the tree and build the bench 


in. two halves to fit -snugly 
around it. Fasten the boards of 
the bench together with solid 
strips across them underneath. To 
these strips fasten. sturdy tri- 
angular wood brackets—three or 
four to each bench half. These 
brackets should be placed so that 
one leg of the triangle rests 
against the tree and the other leg 
supports the bench. When every- 
thing has been assembled around 
the tree, level the bench ahd nail 
the bottom points of the brackets 
firmly to the trunk of the tree.

NCOs Find Easy Way to Cut 
Munitions Disposal Costs 


EDGEWOOD, Md., August—With 
a supply of two-by-fours, a wet 
finger and plenty of ingenuity, two 
Army Chemical Center sergeants 
showed personnel at Pine Bluff 
Arsenal, Ark., how to save $84,000 
in manpower and material over a 
five months’ period.

Engineers Build 
Pool for Airmen 
At Ben Guerir 


BEN GUERIR, French Morocco. 
—In December 1954 the Air Force 
asked that the Mediterranean Divi- 
sion of the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, make every effort to have 
a swimming pool at Ben Guerir 
AFB in operation by the July 4. 
This Base on the desert plain of 
Ben Guerir is extremely hot in 
summer, with temperature ranges 
from 115° in the shade to as high 
as 133° in the sun. 

The Army Engineers and Atlas 
Constructors. pushed construction 
so that the pool would be ready 
for use to meet the Air Force 
deadline. 

Design was initiated Dec. 22, 
1954 and by working through the 
Christmas Holiday, was completed 
to the point where Atlas Construc- 
tors could begin work on my gy 1, 

Close cooperation between the 
Army Engineers and Atlas resulted 
in the pool being finished a week 
ahead of schedule. This was a note- 
worthy accomplishment since fotn- 
dation conditions at Ben Guerit 
are generally solid rock, and the 
pool excavation required extensive 
blasting operations.

Then he tested the wind direc- | 
tion with his finger and ignited the | 
downwind munition with a delay- 
ing fuse. Fire did the rest without 
any explosions. 

In that manner, thousands of 
items could be burned, the down- 
wind breeze carrying off the ex- 
plosive gasses which might have 
caused detonations. 

The two sergeants supervised the 
disposal of some 3,000,000 items too 
old to be certified for use in com- 
bat. The salvage of scrap metal 
amounted to over $4000 and the 
labor savings about $80,000,

stone objects of two periods. One 
was the Macon Plateau Period of 
around 1080 A.D. and the other 
was the Lamar Period, which 
reached its height of development 
in the 15th or 16th century.” 

Among work to be finished is a 
temple ceremonial mound between 
40 to 50 feet high, which has been 
excavated only on the top surface 
plus three mounds that probably 
were used for burial purposes.

CHASE’S ARCHAELOGICAL 
career began when he was still a 
boy. His father gave him a large 
collection of arrowheads gathered 
in western New York state. The 
family lived in Rochester, N. Y., at 
the time. Before entering the Army 
in 1940, he worked on several early 
Woodland sites near Fort Ticon- 
deroga, Vt., and participated in a 
project near Brewerton, N. Y., 
conducted by Dr. William A. Rit- 
chie, archaeologist for the state of 
New York. 

Chase attended the University 
of Rochester (N. Y.) nights for two 
years, majoring in geology. During 
the day, he worked with Eastman 
Kodak in color processing. 

The sergeant’s archaeological 





work seems to have flourished 
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since he entered the Army. He'ex- 
cavated a small mine at Camp 
Stewart, found a flint quarry in 
Newfoundland, pottery and pre- - 
historic stone objects in northern 
Panama and pottery from the Iron 
Age in Bavaria. 

While in Japan, he uncovered 
several Stone Age sites and wrote 
a paper on them, which was pub- 
lished in both English and Japa- 
nese.
